The 
natives watch with interest the rela­ 
tions between Spain and the United 
States, their sympathies being entirely 
with the Americans. 


More Boats Purchased. 
Washington, April 16.—The steamers

chartered and will be armed. There 
is a possibility of getting the O’Hig- 
gins from Chile and another cruiser 
from Argentina.

Contrary to the general opinion that 
the queen regent has been negotiating 
for peace at any price, her attitude had 
much to do with the firm action of the 
cabinet. It is learned on unquestion­ 
able authority that the queen regent 
recently made the following statement: 
“I prefer even the horrors of war rath­ 
er than tarnish on the prestige of the 
army or an impairment of the rights of 
the crown.” 
Another factor, undoubtedly, is Don 
Carlos’ manifesto. 
Spain is figuring on yellow fever be­ 
ing an important factor of the Cuban, 
situation. It says: 
“We have 200,000 
troops on the island, perfectly accli­ 
mated, and any Americans who are 
landed there will die like flies.” 


Activity at the Vatican. 
London, April 16.—The Rome cor- 
: espondent of the Daily News says: 
^4 Cardinal Rampolla, papal secretary of 
state, speaking to the French ambas­ 
sador about the chances of war b e ­ 
tween Spain and the United States, 
said: ‘We still hope, and there is still 
a thread of hope.’ Although, according 
to the news received from the vatican 
i t is considered certain that President 
McKinley will send his ultimatum to 
Spain, they still hope and work there 
t o find some means to avoid extremi­ 
ties, either by inducing Spain to make 
fresh concessions—for which purpose 
the pope has again personally address­ 
ed the queen regent and Senor Sagas- 
ta—or by finding a basis of arbitration 
acceptable to both sides. 


Wary of Attacking America. 
Paris, April 16—The Temps warns 
the powers against hasty action, and 
says: 
“Europe must not forget she 
has a great interest in America. 
It 
would be simply disastrous to provoke 
war between the two continents, and, 
above all, it is necessary for the pow­ 
ers to come to an understanding and 
act in concert. Any nation which alone 
assumed the responsibility of support­ 
ing Spain and making an enemy of the 
United States would do the greatest 
injury to its most essential interests.”

“The effect of the prevailing uncer­ 
tainty in foreign affairs is reflected in 
a further perceptible quieting down of 
general trade, so far as future 
en­ 
gagements are concerned, in nearly all 
parts of the country. While there is a 
little more activity to be noted in the 
demand for seasonable staples at the 
west and northwest, 
where 
better 
weather has helped retail and whole­ 
sale trade alike, rather more quiet is 
reported at the east and at the south 
Atlantic and gulf ports. The least no­ 
table effects yet exhibited are found 
In the central west, where distribut­ 
ive demand and movement is reported 
of a seasonable character, the only 
changes noted, in fact, 
being 
the 
strengthening of money rates and the 
discouragement of 
new 
enterprises, 
such as railroad building. In the iron 
trade business continues of large vol­ 
ume. Wool continues dull, at nominal 
prices, at the east, and the activity in 
dry goods is confined chiefly to goods 
needed at once. 
Cotton goods prices 
are steady, except for print cloths. Low 
price woolens continue in most active 
demand. 
“Exports of cereals are larger. The 
shipments of wheat (flour 
included) 
this week from the United States and 
Canada aggregate 
4,044,000 
bushels, 
against 
3,778,000 bushels last week. 
Corn exports are over 1,000,000 bushels 
larger than last 
week, 
aggregating 
4,627,000 bushels.”

R. G. Dun & Co.’s Weekly Review of 
Trade says: 
“The meaning of congress regarding' 
Spain is not in doubt, but the form of 
declaration at this hour is in question. 
The president’s message has been ac­ 
cepted as a strong statement of the 
situation, and the question in congress 
is whether it will without change adopt 
his proposal. 
Preparations for 
war 
continue as if it were inevitable. There 
is some hindrance in business, and yet 
the volume of payments through clear­ 
ing houses is still 12.9 per cent larger 
than last year, and outside New York 
about 2.2 per cent larger than in 1892, 
though speculative stagnation here 
makes the aggregate lower. 
The in­ 
dustries are doing well because they 
have enormous orders taken in Feb­ 
ruary and March or earlier, which in­
